heen  quite  goodcExccpt  for  Measles  wo  have  had  no  outbreak  of  infect¬ 
ious  diseases  that  could  be  described  as  epidemic, 

DEATHS, 

Apart  from  one  quarterly  list  of  transfers  (that  is  deaths  of 
persons  belonging  to  this  area  dying  elsewhere  -  these  will  be  disclosed 
in  the  final  returns  of  the  Registrar  General)the  number  of  deaths 
registered  is  109 0 Of  these  52  were  females  and  57  males -25  were  sept¬ 
uagenarians  and  19  octogenarians c-5  were  under  1  year#This  makes  a 
death  rate  on  an  estimated  population  equal  to  13,85  -  average  age  at 
death  580340

V/atef Approved  Schemes  for  piped  supplies  to  most  of  your  area  are 
still  held  up  owing  to  war  conditions. In  the  meantime  several  Wells 
have  been  cleaned  out , lined, pro  tec ted  from  surface  water, and  drains 
in  dangerous  proximity  diver ted, Where  necessary  Chlorination  was 
carried  outcIn  other  respects  conditions  as  to  water  supplies  continue

Drainage  &  Sewerage:-  The  Approved  Scheme  for  dealing  with  sewage  from 
Romanby  on  modern  disposal  works  is  also  held  up  owing  to  the  war. 
Meanwhile  every  effort  is  being  made  to  reduce  the  nuisance  arising 
from  objectionable  effluent  discharged  into  your  sewers  by  the  Dried 
Milk  Products  dairy, Coke  filters  at  this  dairy  are  not  renewed  nearly 
so  often  as  they  should, Old  and  faulty  sewers  have  been  taken  up  and 
re  laid  at  Great  Smeaton, Thornton  le  Beans, and  Bronpton 
Rivers  and  Streams:-  Although  local  causes  of  obstruction  continue, 
the  chief  cause  of  flooding  in  the  area  drained  by  the  River  Wisko  is 
back  water  from  the  River  Swale  when  in  flood  after  heavy  rains  or 
rapid  thaws. 

Closet  Accommodation:-  These  remain  as  in  recent  years,

Nutrition  is  well  maintained  notwithstanding  rationing ; Milk 
supplies  to  children  in  school  at  a  cheap  rate  is  appreciated  and 
enjoyed, 

INSPECTION  &  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD* 

There  is  only  one  bakehouse  in  your  area  -  satisfactory* 

There  are  at  present  534  cow  keepers  on  your  register ;of  these 
22  are  licensed  as  producers  of  Accredited/Tuberculin  Tested  -  4  of 
these  are  bottlers. 

During  the  past  year  there  were  very  few  complaints  of  unsat- 

to 

isfactory  milk, and  in  these  cases  every  effort  is  made /ascertain 
possible  causes- such  as  defective  methods, buildings, appliances, and 
water  supplies -where  these  are  found  and  not  rectified  producers 
understand  that  registration  and  license  may  be  withdrawn .Frequently 
samples  of  milk  sent  to  neighbouring  towns  are  taken  for  bacteriolog 
-ical  examination  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  observe  that  very  few 
unfavourable  reports  are  received. 

Since  the  introduction  of  Centralised  slaughtering  of  animals 
it  is  easier  to  exercise  supervi sion, Occasionally  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  condemn  carcases  or  joints  during  the  year  past. Great 
care  is  necessary  to  protect  meats  against  dust  and  flies  while  in 
transit  to  butchers  shops.  Except  for  mi lk, no  foods  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  for  chemical  or  bacteriological  examination.
